Chicago, Oct. 5.— R eports that the 
railroads were

Officials of the Illinois Central rail­ 
road stated that counsel for their line 
had 
taken up 
the 
decision of the ^ 
United States supreme court in the j 
Danbury hatters case to discover if 1 
the finding therein might be applied . 
to the present labor problem. 


McComb City, Miss., Oct. 5.— W ith i 
the enforced departure of the last of j 
the strikebreakers brought here by 
the Illinois Central railroad came the j 
first real assurance of the restoration 
of peace after twenty-four hours of 
excitement and spasmodic rioting. 
The people of the city demanded 
that 
the strikebreakers be removed 
from the community, and the men J 
were placed aboard a heavily guard­ 
ed special train and hurried to New 
Orleans. 
Sixty soldiers armed with j 
ball cartridges 
and 
with orders to 
‘‘shoot to k ill” if necessary, accom- | 
panied the special train south as fur , 
as Magnolia. 
This action by the m ilitary author­ 
ities probably prevented another bat­ 
tle that might have proved more se­ 
rious than the previous clash. 
| 
R ailroad Company Protests. 


After the strikebreakers had agreed 
to get out of town at 1 o'clock the de­ 
parture of the train was delayed for 
nearly three hours by protests of the 
railroad company, and the people of 
McComb City began to exhibit signs 
of surliness and mob spirit. 
About half an hour before the train 
left a number of these persons, well 
armed, left the city southward and 
took a position on the railroad track 
on which the special would have to 
pass en route to New Orleans. Strike 
leaders 
in 
automobiles 
finally 
per­ 
suaded the men to disband and com­ 
mit no overt act. 
Three companies of Mississippi na­ 
tional guard patrolled the streets at 
dark, and the belief is expressed that 
the town will remain quiet. 
‘‘If any strikebreaker makes a move 
to hurl anything from the windows, 
kill him on the spot; if the train is 
fired upon at any time we w ill return 
the fire and you w ill shoot to kill.” 
These final orders were given just 
before the departure of the special 
train 
by

Burnside Shops “ Open” Ones. 


Chicago, 
Oct. 
5.— The 
Burnside 
shops of the Illinois Central road have 
become "open shops,” a formal notice 
posted within the stockade informing 
the workmen that h* reafter the road 
w ill deal only with its individual em­ 
ployes.

strike, and that the order would be 
removed when the strike was ended. 
About 
140 
strikebreakers 
arrived 
here from the South and were taken 
into the Burnside plant, going to the 
w orts in groups of ten or a dozen 
They were not molested.

Djerba, Tunis, Oct. 5.— Tripoli has 
been bombarded twice by the Italian 
fleet. 
The first shot was fired shortly 
after 3 p. in. and continued until dusk. 
Shots also came from the forts in 
town.. 
Vice Adm iral Faravelii at 4 p. m 
ordered his ships to cease firing to 
permit the town to surrender, but no 
sign was given, and after a few min­ 
utes the ships began again. 
This time 
great havoc was wrought. 
Fortifica­ 
tions were razed, the forts suffered 
severely and the lighthouse to the 
northwest 
was 
destroyed 
by shells 
from the Garibaldi. 
There was no 
means of knowing what the loss of 
life was in Tripoli, but ample oppor­ 
tunity was given the defenders to es­ 
cape. 
When the Tafana left the scene no 
landing had been attempted by the 
Italinns, and it was feared that during 
the night the town would be pillaged 
by nomad Arabs, who had been hover­ 
ing in the vicinity for some days. 
R arly in the morning the first divi­ 
sion of the Italian fleet, under Adm iral 
Faravelii, resumed the bombardment. 
The Turkish garrison occupied a posi­ 
tion behind the forts and responded 
with a few shells, which fell short. Tho 
Italian 
commander 
endeavored 
to 
avoid damaging private dwellings, but 
some of them were destroyed, and the 
governor’s palace and three forts at 
the entrance of the fort are in ruins. 
The consulates and churches have not 
been damaged. 
The secord division of the fleet, un 
der Vice Adm iral Thaon dl R evel, has 
approached close to Benghazi and Der- 
na. 
A bombardment of these ports, it 
is understood, has been ordered 
It 
is denied that any bluejackets w ill be 
landed in the immediate future. 
Such 
a landing possibly may be decided up­ 
on after the arrival of the expedi­ 
tionary corps. 
Before commencing 
the bombard- 
ment of Tripoli the Italian squadron 
removed all mines and made a care­ 
ful revision of the hydrographic chart 
to insure safety to the coming trans­ 
ports 
This operation lasted several 
days, and probably explains the real 
reason for the delay in the bombard 
ment. 
> 
Four Italian officers have come to 
Djerba and are proceeding overland 
toward i ripoli on a reconnoiterlng ex 
pedition, as the Arabs are expected to 
offer stubborn resistance to the occu­ 
pation of the vilayet.

ing some improvement, is already in 
use from the park to St. Paul.
